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County Commission approves FY-92 budget

The Coffee County Commission 
approved a $5,033,089.00 budget for 
fiscal year 1992 in Monday's meet- 
ing. This represents the total budget 
for all the county funded depart- 
ments. 

Also, included in this FY-92 bud- 
gel are special appropriations to-oth- 
cr agencies that provide a service to 
county residents. 

One of the appropriations was to 
the libraries in the amount of $5,000. 
Several weeks ago, area librarians 


along with supporters appeared be- ' 


fore the commission when it was 
feared that no monies would be allo- 
cated to the libraries. Their appear- 
ance was successful, 

Other appropriations were made 
to youth, services, mental health, 
Vivian B. Adams School, health de- 
partment, Coffee Training Center, 
Human Resources, Animal shelter, 
extension service, Council on Aging, 
child homemakers and Pensions and 
Security.

A public hearing concerning the 
county's new landfill to be construct- 
ed in the near future was held at the 
courthouse in Elba last Monday 
morning. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
allow the public to comment on a 
proposed revision to the permit ap- 
plication submitted to the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement (ADEM), 

The Coffee: County Commission 
proposes to expand the service area 
of the proposed sanitary landfill to 
include Barbour, Butler, Covington, 
Crenshaw, Dale Geneva, Henry, 
Houston, and Pike Counties. 

Originally, the permit application 
included only Coffee County as the 
service area. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton noted that this proposal was 
to allow the other nine counties to 
use the landfill if the commission 
chose to do so. It does not mean that 
all these counties will be using the 
landfill when it is constructed. 

Only one county resident, Wil- 
liam R, Crook who resides near the 
proposed site of the new landfill, 
was present at the hearing to com- 
ment on the proposal. 

The landfill is to be constructed 
just off Al. Hwy. 125 northeast of 
Elba on land recently purchased by 
the county for this purpose. 

Crook stated that he was con- 
cerned about the effect that the land- 
fill would have on the watershed into 
the Whitewater Creek and the wild- 
life in the area,

Hearing held on landfill 


This year's budget is $1,041,258 
less than last year's budget. 

Last year's, FY-91, budget includ- 
ed almost $2,000,000 in FEMA 
(Federal Emergency Management 
Agency) funds. 

More than $2,200,000.00 of the 
total budget figure goes toward pay- 
ing salaries, 

In the FY-92 budget, the commis- 
sion allocated $2,656,832 for the 
gencral fund, $914,000 for the gaso- 
line (7¢) fund, $432,500 for the road 
and bridge fund, $502, 000 for the 
RRR gasoline (4¢) fund, $170,163 
for the public highway and traffic 
fund, $150,594 for mapping and ap- 
praisal fund, and $207,000 for sec- 
ondary roads, 

The highway department and the 
sheriffs department are the two 
highest funded departments in the 
county's operation, The expense of 
operating the jail is included in the 
sheriff department's budget. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
“A lot of work went into this budget. 
We had to cut some appropriations 
that we had been making. It was a 


about the meeting and I told people 
about the meeting (hearing),” said 
Crook, “and I don't see a one here. 
So evidently they're not very inter- 
ested are they?” 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
“Illegal dumps located throughout 
the county are doing more damage to 
area streams than will the new land- 
fill.” 

“The new landfill will give us the 
ability to control these _ illegal 
dumps,” said Dubose. “We'll be able 
to do something to help our environ- 
ment. It will be a help.” 

Eagerton noted that the new land- 
fill will be of the latest design in 
construction having liners and cov- 


ers, The area will also be monitored] 


very closely with instruments and in- 
spected on a regular basis by ADEM 
personnel. 

County Engineer Mark Pool stat- 
ed that it will more than likely be 
necessary to allow other counties to 
used the landfill because of the oper- 
aling cost involved, 

He provided data which showed 
that it would cost an estimated 
$38.47 per ton to operate the land{ill 
if it is used by Coffee County resi- 
dent only. This is based on 71 tons 
of garbage per day being deposited 
in the facility. 

The data showed that operating 
cost would be $20.08 per ton if Cof- 
fee, Covington and Geneva Counties 
used the site, This figure is based on 
244 tons of waste. per day being de- 
posited at the site. 

Bottom line is that the more ton- 
nage of garbage deposited per day - 
the lower the operating cost. 

With no other public comments, 
Eagerton concluded the hearing. 


matter Ol raising taxes or cutting ser- 
vices and nobody wanted to see their 
taxes raised.” 

He continued, “We're not in a po- 
sition to be able to do that at any 
rate, That's a petty doggone good 
budget for the amount of money we 
had to work with and I for one am 
proud of-it!” 

Turning to other matters, a re- 
quest by County Engineer Mark 
Pool to pay Assistant Engineer 
Randy Tindell and Superintendent 
Bill Devane for overtime comp time 
was approved by the commission. 

According to Pool, Tindell has 
150 hours and Devane has 220 
hours. This time was compiled due 
to overtime work performed on 
flood related road repair. 

After much discussion, pro and 
con, the commission approved Pool's 
request. Voting for the measure were 
Commissioners Dubose, Stephens, 
Bradley and Crittenden. Eagerton 
voled against payment with Faulk 
and Averett abstaining. 

This is to be a one-time payment 
only, Itwas stipulated that these two 
individuals will not be eligible for 
future comp time payment, 

The Peoples Bank of Elba was 
designated as the county depository 
for FY-92. Only one other bank in 
the county, SouthTrust, quoted inter- 
est earning rates and loan rates to be 
considered by the commission in se- 
lecting a depository for county 
funds. 

Commissioners set Sunday, Octo- 
ber 6, as the date for open house of 
the new county jail. The hours will 
be from 2 to 4 p.m. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 


requested that the commission go on 
record as asking Kenneth Ball to 
open a satellite health facility in Elba 
as soon as the commission vacates 
the old health building. 

Commissioner Sid Averett com- 
mented that Ball had indicated that a 
possibility of implementing a day 
care for the elderly in the facility ex- 
isted, but was it not a certainty. 

The commissions agreed that they 
wanted the building utilized for 
some type of health related facility 
once it is made vacant by the county, 


Other action taken by the com- 
mission included the following: 

***Tabled the bids on crushed 
stone for the highway department 
until the next mecting. Two bids 
were received, one from Southeast 
Material of Birmingham and the oth- 
er one from Dravo Co. 

*** Awarded the bid for concrete 
panels to Sherman of Birmingham, 
Their total bid was $19,468.00. This 
is an annual bid based on estimated 
usage, 


***The bid for the leveling of 


various road sites throughout the 
county was awarded to S & C Mate- 
rials of Elba. Amount of the bid was 
$24,500;00. 

***Signed resolution requesting 
expansion of landfill to service nine 
counties other than just Coffee 
County. The original permit request 
to ADEM was for Coffee County to 
be the only county serviced by the 
new landfill. 

***Stipulated that all job open- 
ings with the county be advertised in 
at least one newspaper in each divi- 
sion of the county.

Bradshaw's forgery trial ends in guilty plea

A trial that had lasted more. than 
three days ended Friday afternoon in 
a guilty plea. 

Tammy Bradshaw, age 29, en- 
tered a guilty plea to 40 counts of 
forgery in the third-degree. Original- 
ly, she had been charged with 80 
counts of forgery in the second- 
degree. 

She was sentenced to thirty days 
in the county jail (suspended), or- 
dered to pay court costs in one case, 
and the remaining 40 counts were 
nol-prossed with cost remitted. No 
restitution was ordered. 

During the trial which began 
Monday afternoon, September 16, 
the prosecution had attempted to 
show that Mrs. Bradshaw had forged 
her husband's name, Don Bradshaw, 
on numerous (80) checks drawn on a 
Bradshaw Pest Control Payroll Ac- 
count at SouthTrust Bank in Elba, 
Assistant District Attorney Al Smith 
argued that she had done so without 
Mr. Bradshaw's knowledge and con- 
sent. 


According to testimony, Mrs. 
Bradshaw had been placed in charge 
of making’ payroll checks for the 
company, for .which, her husband 
worked. 

The attorneys for the defense, G, 
A. Lindsey and Warren Rowe, con- 
tended that Mrs. Bradshaw had been 
given the authority to sign the 
checks and that this was known by 
both her husband, Don, and her fa- 
ther-in-law, Rex Bradshaw, who was 
said to be the sole owner of Brad- 
shaw Pest Control. 

The defense further argued that 
Don Bradshaw not only worked for 
the company but was an equal part- 
ner in the business as well. 

Several of the checks (38) were 
made out to cash for amounts just 
over two hundred dollars each and 
were cashed by Mrs. Bradshaw. She 
alleged that the cash was given to 
one Paul Cain. He stated that he did 
not receive the money. 

Cain was allegedly working for 
Bradshaw Pest Control, but due to a 
court injunction he was being paid in 
cash. The injunction was filed by 
Copter Pest Control with which Cain 


City council adopts news budget and gives raises

The Elba City Council officially 
adopted rate increases in garbage 
pick-up and sewage fees Monday 
night after putting a cap on the resi- 
dential sewage fees at $12.00 per 
month. 
Earlier this month the council had 
heard a recommendation for the in- 
creases from a committee appointed 


by Mayor Fred Moore. The group 
had been instructed to review the fi- 
nancial condition of the city and rec- 
ommend ways to fill the void. 

Effective immediately the mini- 
mum sewage rates will be $6.00 plus 
80¢ per one thousand gallons of wa- 
ter used ... over 3,000 gallons. This 
is equal to a maximum of $12.00 per 
month, 

Commercial accounts will not be 
eligible for the $12.00 cap on sew- 
age fees, 


The budget breakdown is with $775,100 going to adminstra- 


tion, This includes the cost of 


garbage pick-up, salaries inthe 


office, auditors, attornies, insurance, election expense and 
flood replacement expense still ongoing; $380,500 for the po- 
lice department; $275,000 for the street department; $159,500 
for debt retirement; $127,500 for capital expenditures, includ- 
ing $100,000 for street paving,;$117,900 to appropriations 
such aslibrary, rescue squad, senior citizens, Elba city schools, 
reserve center, arts alliance, etc.; recration at $113,800 and the 


fire department at $60,000. 


The garbage fees for residential 
users will increase from $6.00 to 
$9.00 per month, 

Commercial rates for those with 
volume of 2 cubic yards or less will 


be $12.00. Over that amount will be . 


billed on a scale, based on the vol- 
ume and time needed to pick-up the 
trash and/or garbage. 

A $2,009,300 budget for the new 
year was adopted. It was almost 
identical to the rough draft passed 
Out two weeks ago with one excep- 
tion. The Water and Electric budget 
will be approved separately 

The fire department was in- 
creased $12,000, The extra money 
was placed in salaries, bringing this 
total to $42,000, However firemen 
will not automatically receive the 
funds as firemen are paid per fire at- 
tended. The only approved exception 
to this policy is that the chief re- 
ceives pay regardless of his attend- 
ing every fire. 

The $12,000 for the fire depart- 
ment was taken from police depart- 
ment salaries, 

The new budget includes provi- 
sions an increase of 5% in salaries 
for full time employees, The council 
accepied the recommendation of 
Mayor Moore and made the pay rais- 
es $15.00 per week for all employ- 
ees, Moore explained that if a per- 
centage figure were used, higher 
paid employees would receive much 
more than the lower paid workers, 

The raises will be effective on 
November Ist. 

Sales taxes and privilege licenses 
for the past year have up considera- 
bly from previous years, This is due 
in part to the tremendous amount of 
construction and remodeling going 


on following the 1990 flood. 

Jim Driscoll reported on progress 
at the Carl Folsom airport. He told 
council members that a contract has 
been signed to construct ten addi- 
tional T-hangers at the airport. Fund- 
ing for this construction was a loan 
to the Airport Authority from Na- 
tional Security Insurance,

had supposedly signed a two year 
non-compete agreement upon leav- 
ing the company. 

Other checks supposedly written 
by Mrs, Bradshaw were made out to 
cash, herself and her husband, Don 
Bradshaw. She allegedly forged 
those as well and obtained the cash 
and/or deposited the monies into her 
personal checking account at The 
Peoples Bank in Elba. 

The state's attorney contended 
that Mrs. Bradshaw was using funds 
obtained from Bradshaw Pest Con- 
trol to cover "bad checks" that she 
had written on her personal account, 

During testimony, Mrs. Bradshaw 
did not deny signing the checks, but 
stated it was known by both her hus- 
band and father-in-law that she was 
doing so. 

She also stated that numerous oth- 
er checks were written from that 
same payroll account in the very 
same way, but that she with was not 
charged with forging those. 

The alleged forgery was discov- 
ered when Bradshaw Pest Control 
was notified that they were delin- 
quent in paying their taxes. Records 
were being checked by the compa- 
ny's accountant, Mrs. Jean Spurlin, 
in an attempt to verify that the taxes 
had been paid. 

It had been Mrs. Bradshaw's re- 
sponsibility to remit the taxes de- 
ducted from the payroll account. 

A jury of eight women and three 
men received the case on Thursday 
afternoon (Sept. 19) after hearing 
three days of testimony. 

After deliberating for approxi- 
mately four hours, the jury's foreman 
reported to Circuit Judge John Craw- 
ley that they were unable to render a 
unanimous verdict. 


The judge asked them to continue 
to deliberate after telling them that 
no other jury would be more quali- 
fied to render a just verdict than they 
were, 

The jury continued their delibera- 
tion until 7 p.m. Thursday before go- 
ing home for the night. 

On Friday morning, members of 
the jury returned to the courthouse 
and continued deliberation. 


Jury asks to 
hear testimony 
again 


Shortly before noon, they came 
out of the jury room and asked the 
judge if they might hear the testimo- 
ny of Tammy, Don and Rex Brad- 
shaw once again. 

Judge Crawley at first denied the 
jury's request, but after asking them 
if they thought that it might help 
them to reach a verdict in the case he 
reconsidered, 

He asked the jury to return to the 
jury room and take a vole as to 
whether or not the hearing of the tes- 
timony would enable them to render 
a unanimous decision.

ELBA SEES RECORD DIP TQ 1-2 WITH AREA 2 LOS 


The Elba Tigers had completely dominated football in south Alabama 
since dropping to Class 3A three years ago, and nowhere was their domi- 
nance as complete as in Area competition, where Elba had not lost a single 
Area game. All that came to an abrupt end last Friday night when the Tigers 
lost at home for the second straight time, this time falling to Area 2 rival 
Luveme 14-0, and dropping to 1-2 for the young season. 

I guess when you look back at the game it depends where you live as to 
how the game really went. If you live in Luveme, you'd say they had a 
touchdown called back that would have given their team an early lead and 
then after a goalline stand, hit a bomb to get on the scoreboard and dominat- 
ed Elba late in the game to make the final 14-0, 

Well, I live in Elba and my version is a little different, because I saw 
Elba play with as much intensity as its players had shown in years and have 
to point back at the three scoring opportunities that the Tigers failed to take 
advantage of. The first chance came late in the half and was stopped only 
by the clock, while the second reached a first down at the 15-yardline, but 
was stalled by a 10-yard penalty on first down and resulted in a missed 
field-goal uy, The third came after Elba moved the ball to a first and goal at 
the Luverne 7-yardline, only to have a pass at the goalline knocked loose 
and then a fourth down gamble backfire, Luverne's first score came When 
the Tiger defense got its coverage crossed up and a pass was just over the 
outstretched arms of the late-arriving Elba defender and the second came 
after a fumble at the Luverne 41, after a completed pass, took all the air out 
of the Elba sails and gave Luverne the momentum to clinch the win, 

Looking back, I'd say the game was probably lost in the third quarter, 
when Elba's offense rolled up 118 yards, to only 5 yards for Luverne, but 
Elba failed to put any points on the scoreboard. The Tigers drove to the Lu- 
verne 15 on their first possession, only to be slowed by a penalty, then on 
the second possession drove to the 40, only to see a fumble and another 
penalty kill the drive. The third series reached the Luverne 7-yardline, but it 
too died after two runs gained nothing and a pass that appeared to be com- 
plete at the goalline was knocked loose. Three chances to score and not one 
point to show for it. Enough to make a team lose to anybody, much less a 
team with the talent of Luverne. 

So, now the Elba Tigers, the ninth winningest team in the state over the 
past 12 years, stand at 1-2 for the season and some folks are already writing 
off the Tigers and talking about how there is no way Elba will even survive 
with a winning record. A quick history lesson will remind you that back in 
1986 Elba got off to a 1-4 start, then rebounded and made it all the way to 
the state championship game before losing again. I'm not saying that Elba 
will fose its next two games and then come storming back and make it to 
the finals, all I'm trying to do it make everyone realize that the season is a 
long way from being over. 

Elba's loss to Luverne wasn't because of a lack of effort. The players 
played as hard as they have all season and the loss hurt them much more 
than it did any Tiger supporter. As long as the effort is there, the Tigers will 
always have a chance to win, against any opponent on their schedule, and 
deserve the support of all the Tiger fans. C'mon fans....we'll still got a lot of 
fun left this season!

One of my most vivid memories 
of my youth has to do with one of 
ihe most embarassing things that 
ever happened to me in church. One 
Sunday evening | was asked to help 
take up the offering, When we 
"passed the plate" most of what we 
received was coins, As I returned to 
the front of the church with the of- 
fering, the edge of the plate snapped 
off and coins Mew and rolled all over 
the church, I was red in the face with 
embarassment for days, because | 
knew that everybody thought I had 
dropped the plate. 

Perhaps the good part of the story 
is that there were more people on 
their knees in church that night than 
ever before or since, even if it was to 
pick up coins, Also, if they had giv- 
en bills instead of heavy coins may- 
be the plate would not have broken 
and | would not have been so emba- 
rassed, 

There are certainly more signifi- 
cant things to be concerned about 
than dropping the offering plate. The 
prophet Jeremiah helps with this de- 
scriplive passage: "Are they 
ashamed of their loathsome conduct? 
No, they do not even know how to 


blush. So they will fall among the 
fallen; they will be brought down 


when I punish them," says the Lord, 
(Jeremiah 6:15 NIV) 

Years ago as pastor, I was con- 
cerned about many people who had 
been taught such a warped and twist- 
ed view of God that they could not 
enjoy life at all. Like the angry elder 
brother in the Parable of the Prodigal 
Son, they could never "come to the 
party" and celebrate the joy of life, 
They were forever "red in the face" 
With shame over things that , in fact, 
had been forgiven through God's 
grace, 

Today I am more concerned 
about the danger of our being desen- 
sitized to the problem of evil in the 
world so that nothing shocks or em- 
burasses us. We are seeking to deal 
with sin by declaring everything ac- 
ceplable. It's not that the prophetic 
word is to leave us in a state of guilt 
and shame; rather it is the gift of 
God that calls us to take responsible 
Steps to deal with those self- 
destructive things that are going on 
in our lives, 

If you have a sensitive conscience 
that sometimes leaves you red - 
faced, thank God for it. Nurture it 
and listen to it, Let's don't forget 
how to blush!

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 

8-1, CODE OF ORDINANCES, 

CITY OF ELBA 
GARBAGE AND TRASH 

WHEREAS, is is deemed expedient, 
necessary and in the best interest of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, a municipal corpo- 
ration, to increase the existing tax sched- 
ule on collection of garbage; and

iven by Section 11-45-1 of the Code of

That Section 8-1, Code of Ordinances, 
City of Elba, Alabama, entitled GARBAGE 
AND TRASH be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

SEC 8-1. Garbage tax levied; amount; 
when due, payable. 

There is hereby levied, effective Octo- 
ber 1, 1991, a garbage and trash tax with- 
in the city on every household and every 
place of business, to be paid monthly by 
the several householders and by the op- 
erators of the several places of business 
by the fifteenth day of the month following 
the month in which said garbage and 
trash is collected and removed as follows: 
(a) Upon each household from which 

less than two (2) cubic yards of 
garbage or trash is collected and 
removed on each scheduled col- 
lection day, nine dollars ($9.00) per 
month. 

(b) Each location for each place of 
business from which less than two 
cubic yards of garbage or trash is 
collected and removed on each 
scheduled collection day, twelve 
dollars ($12.00) per month. 

(c) Each location tor each place of 
business from which more than 
two cubic yards of garbage or trash 
is collected and removed on each 
or any scheduled day, shall be de- 
termined by the Council.

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Crossbreeding Is Key To Profits In Swine Production 


Stan Windham - Associate County Agent 


Pork production continues to be a 
very strong and worthwhile enter- 
prise for Coffee County and Wire- 
grass arca farmers, Probably the 
biggest negative thing that we face is 
how volatile the market can be due 
to the ease of people getting in and 
out of pork production, For example, 
in beef cattle, times do not change 
quite so quickly, At least getting in 
and out of beef production is not as 
easy as hogs. It takes longer to build 
up a cow herd, and people are less 
likely to jump in and jump out year- 
ly or every few years, Unfortunately, 
pork production is not that way, It 
seems those who are most successful 
end up riding the storms and ups and 
downs of the pork market. A lot of 
this up and down in the market is 
due to number changes almost every 
six months. When the price is high, 
people jump in for awhile. When the 
price falls, people get out. Eventual- 
ly, the prices go back up due to sup- 
ply drop and people get back in, One 
of the ways that you can help to in- 
sure top dollar regardless of what is 
going on in the market is to always 
pul top animals at the slaughter plant 
or at the sale ring, 

One way to do this is to use a 
crossbreeding program. I have had 
several calls and made several visits 
around the county over the last few 
years in relation to this very ques- 
tion. One way to crossbreed is to use 
a three breed rotational cross system. 

An example of this would be to 
start the first year with, for example, 
a purebred Spot boar. Breed him to 
some purebred females or at least al- 
most purebred or what some call a 
high percentage female. For exam- 
ple, the female could be in this case 
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80-90 percent York. From this cross, 
you take those gilts which are now 
Spot - York crosses and cross them 
to a purebred Hampshire boar. From 
this cross, take these females which 
how contain Spot, York and Hamp 
and cross them back to still another 
breed such as another white breed or 
possibly Duroc. On the third breed- 
ing, some people use one of the pre- 
viously used breeds that the y are try- 
ing to build up in their herd, For 
example, you may want a higher per- 


centage of York in your gilts, so at 
this particular point you would breed 
Yorks to this half Hamp, quarter 
York, quarter Spot cross to build up 
the York percentage or you could 
use a boar such as Duroc totally un- 
related to any of the previous breeds, 
The breeder would then start over 
and repeat the sequence, 

In summary, you breed a pure- 
bred boar to a purebred female, Take 
those crossbred females and breed 
them to another variety of purebred 
boar. Take those crossbred females 


and breed them to still yet another 
boar. This works particularly well 
for folks who are trying to specifical- 
ly get certain breed characteristics in 
their herd. | know, for example, 
some of the herds I have looked at 
are awfully heavy on Landrace. 
Their offspring have tremendous 
mothering ability but lack carcass 
traits needed to really bring the top 
dollar once these hogs finish out and 
are sold to the slaughter plant. The 
herd is a situation like that could 
really use a system such as this to 
build up carcass traits in their herd. 

What you put in the sale ring or 
deliver to the slaughter plant, partic- 
ularly in terms of muscle and lean- 
ness, is of critical importance nowa- 
days to buyers. If you want to 
maximize your dollar, a good cross- 
breeding system that emphasizes 
leanness, meat and muscle certainly 
pay you dividends.

SOIL IMPROVEMENT 
BEGINS IN THE FALL 


Most Coffee County gardent soils 
could use some help. They are either 
very sandy and dry or contain clay 
and are compact. Some crust over af- 
ter planting, making it difficult to get 
a good stand of carrots, spinach, and 
other small - seeded vegetables. 
These soils could be improved by 
adding organic matter. 

Fall is the best time to do this. 
Covering the- garden with a thick 
layer of leaves or straw, or incorpo- 
rating chicken litter or other manures 
in the fall will give the mulch all 
winter to decompose and become 
soil humus, 

Soil humus is the organic matter 
that gives soil a rich dark color, pre- 
vents crusting, improves infiltration 
and water - holding capacity, and 
provides a good environment for 
root growth. An organic mulch will 
also protect the soil during the win- 
ter from hard rains and potential ero- 
sion, 

A winter cover crop is another al- 
ternative if it can be grown and 
turned under in the spring. A winter 
crop of rye or clover could add about 
50 pounds of dry matter per 1,000 
square feet. Once turned under or 
mixed with the soil in the spring, this 
fresh plant material breaks down 
rapidly. Winter cover crops will pro- 
tect the soil and add organic matter, 
but they won't build up humus as 
fast as adding yourself. 

All Coffee County soils are low 
in Organic matter and humus because 
of our warm, humid climate. We

don't have the deep, dark soils char- 
acteristic of the grain - producing ar- 
eas of the Midwest. But with a little 
effort, we can do a lot to improve the 
physical characteristics and the pro- 
ductivity of our Coffee County soils.

Farmers may circulate or sign 
nominating petitions for as many 
candidates as they choose. Anyone 
wishing to nominate a farmer for the 
ASC committee election may con- 
tact the county ASC office for full 
details, including eligibility require- 
ments for office holders, 

Eaddy further explained that the 
county ASCS office welcomes all 
valid petitions. The opportunity to 
nominate, vGle, and be elected to of- 
fice is guaranteed to all farmers re-
